Stamps Help Red Cross 





Cincinnati Youth 
Wins Design Contest 


Richard L. Dallow, a thirteen 
year old Boy Scout of 1921 Wilaray 
Terrace, Cincinnati 30, Ohio, won 
first prize of $25 in the Gadsden 
Purchase Centennial Stamp Design 
Contest conducted by the Cochise 
Stamp Club of Douglas, Arizona. 

A variety of designs from all 

s of the United States were 
submitted. The winning design pic- 
tured James Gadsden, the Seals of 
Arizona and New Mexico and a 
map of the purchased area. 

The second prize of $15 was won 
by Robert E. Marley, 6108 Har- 
gis St., Los Angeles 34, Calif., 
and the third prize of $10 was 
won by Donald L. Folger, 708 12th 
S., Douglas, Arizona. 

All designs submitted were on 
display in a Douglas downtown dis- 

ay window from Wednesday July 
2 to Friday July 24, after which 
the three winning designs were 
gent to the Post Office Depart- 
ment for consideration. 

The $25 first prize was donated 
by the Douglas Chamber of Com- 
merce; the $15 second prize by the 
Coca Cola Bottling Co.; and the 
third of $10 by the Cochise Stamp 
Club. 





Find New Watermark 
On Trieste Stamps 


According to Joseph Bush, Chula 
Vista, Calif. Trieste stamps have a 
new type watermark which seems 
to have been overlooked by most 
of the collectors of such issues. 
Some time in 1952 a smaller size 
than previously employed was 
added to the paper. 

Stamps with this new one are: 
“Work Set” — 50c, 1, 2, 5, 6, 10, 12, 
15, 20, 25, 35, 40, and 60 Lire; 
“Authorized Delivery” 20L. 
(Scott EY5); ‘Airmail’? — 100L. 
oe “Postage Due’? — 5, 20, 

; “Parcel Post’? — 5, 10, 20, 
® and 300L. 

Also according to Mr. Bush there 
are two types of the 200L. Work 
set, an olive brown perfed 14 x 14, 
and an olive perfed 13% x 14. 

No longer in stock at Trieste 
post offices are the 25L airmail 
and the 6, 8 and 12 Lire Postage 
Dues. Because there is no need for 
these they will not be printed in 
additional quantities.

The posthorn overprint was auth- 
orized by the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment as was locally overprinted. 
The Posthorn was part of the 
equipment of the couriers of the 
early postal service of the Bergamo 
Express Company, and likewise ap- 
peared on the shield that each 
courier was required to wear. This 
consisted of an emblem showing 
the posthorn, spear and whip, sym- 
bols of their service. 

The Bergamo Express Company 
was run by the Tasso family (Taxis 
in Germany) and for years car- 
ried the maii all over Europe be- 
fore regular government mail serv- 
ice was established. 

The posthorn had a practical use. 
It was sounded to have the gates of 
walled towns and castles opened to 
the couriers, and at the approach 
to ferries to ready them for an 
immediate crossing of the river. 
At the various company relay 
stations the posthorn was sounded 
as the courier approached so that 
the attendant would prepare fresh 
horses and equipment for a quick 
change so that the mail would be 
expressed on with the minimum de- 
lay. 
The company rules even directed 
the attendant to sleep with his 
head toward the-road so that he 
might be able to hear the horn 
better and rise immediately to 
prepare for the relay.

CHAPTER V 
Trieste Philatelic Congress. September 8-12, 1948. 


This Congress was sponsored by and run by the Circolo Filatelico 
Triestino in conjunction with the Sindacato Triveneto Commercianti, 
under the patronage of local authorities and with the authorization, of 
the Allied Military Government. It opened Wednesday morning Septem- 
ber 8 at 10:30 in the Municipio in Trieste, and the Exposition was 
officially begun at 11:30 that morning. The feature lecture was given 
by Prof. Carlo Ravisini on Thursday. His subject was Tuscany Precur- 
sors and Tuscany Military Post. Evenings were spent at various loca- 
tions in the F.T.T. area, while on Friday evening a banquet was held at 
the Bottega del Vino del Castello di San Giusto.

Netherlands Semipostals 
Due August 24; Swiss Item 
For Airport Inauguration 


Two of the world’s most popular nations in the stamp collector’s 
“Hit Parade’’ are The Netherlands and Switzerland both of which have 
announced attractive new issues for release in the last full week of this 
month. The former will release five semipostals with a Red Cross 
theme on August 24, and the latter a single commemorative in four 
colors to mark the inauguration of service at the Zurich-Kloten Inter- 


national Airport.

Swiss item is strictly a commemorative-propaganda piece. 


Each of the Holland semipostals 
will have the cross in red while 
the second color is listed with the 
design, designer, and denomina- 
tions. Only the 10c plus 5c is in a 
single color. 





The low value 2c plus 3c pictures 
the red cross emblem in a sepia 
after a design by P. Wetselaar. A 
Red Cross worker complete with a 
‘*‘Mae West’’ life jacket and lamp 
is to be seen on the 6c plus 4c dark 
violet. This stamp and the follow- 
ing two are designed by F. Montens. 

A baby figures in the design of 
the 7c plus 5c gray green. It is 
being carried through flood waters 
to a Red Cross truck by a Red 
Cross worker. A _ nurse helping 
give a blood transfusion to a male 
patient is pictured in the 10c plus 
5c red. 

Flying Red Cross flags occupy 
the design of the 25c plus 8c steel 
blue. P. Wetselaar is the designer. 

Each of the denominations have 
been produced from engraved 
plates in sheets of 100. The paper 
is unwatermarked and the perfora- 
tion is 12% x 12. Joh. Enschede 
and Sons, Ltd. of Haarlem were 
the printers. 

Collectors can purchase these at 
face value from the Philatelic 
Service, The Hague, Netherlands. 
The face value in United States 
currency is 20 cents. Payment can 
be made by international money 
order, dollar bills, or certified 
check. Stamps and coins are not 
acceptable as payment. 

The Philatelic Service will also 
affix the above stamps to the pre- 
pared covers of collectors to be 
mailed on the first day of issue. 
Covers must arrive before the first 
day of August 24 with a legible 
name and address on them and con- 
taining a stuffer. Airmail is sug- 
gested since sea-mail will take up 


ito three weeks. 


Two months, August 24 to Octo- 
ber 23, will be the time of sale of 
these semipostals. 





The Administration Building of 
the Zurich-Kloten International Air- 
port as seen past the vertical rud- 
der of a plane occupies the design 
of the Swiss commem. It will have 
its first day of issue on August 29. 
Its sale and validity will both 





terminate on December 31. 

In a 40c denomination, printing 
will be by rotary photogravure in 
four colors, ‘blue, gray, gray blue 
and red. The firm of Courvoisier 
of La Chaux de Fonds is the printer, 

Two Zurich artists conceived the 
design, Eugene and Max Lenz. 

Special post cards and special 
envelopes cancelled bearing the 
new stamp, or uncancelled have 
been prepared for the organizing 
committee and will be made avail- 
able to foreign stamp collectors 
through the Philatelic Agency at 
Berne. 

Unaddressed and unfranked 
cards and envelopes are sold at 
50 centimes. 

Addressed and prepaid with the 
special stamp at 1 franc per card 
or envelope. Cancellation will be 
applied on the first day of issue, 
August 29, or on the second day of 
the celebration at the Zurich Air- 
port on August 30. Purchasers can 
order both dates or either one, but 
they must designate which. 

Cards or envelopes prepaid with 
the new stamp, but unaddressed, 
can also be purchased at 1 frane 
each. Collectors can have one of 
a variety of postmarks applied to 
each—they must designate their 
choice. 

These are: ‘*Wertzeichver- 
kaufstelle’’, “Schweiz PTT Muse- 
um”, “Bern 7, Briefannahme’”’, 
“Bern Ausgabetag’’, “Berne Jour 
d’emission’” and “Berna Giorno 
d’emissione’’. The last three named 
cancellations are only used on the 
first day of issue August 29. 

On Swiss franc (100 centimes) 
is currently worth approximately 
25c in United States currency. Pay- 
ments for stamps and services can 
be made by money order or certi- 
fied check. Orders and payments 
are to be sent to the Philatelic 
Agency, Direction General of PTT, 
Bollwerk 8, Berne, Switzerland 

An amount must be included to 
pay the return postage cost of 
stamps and unaddressed covers.

Devaluate Israel 
Pound August 1 


According to the Israel Philatelie 
Agency in America, Israel on Au- 
gust 1 devalued its Pound. Formerly 
one United States dollar would buy 
one Israel Pound, one pound con 
sisting of 1000 pruta. 

The new rate is 1800 pruta for a 
dollar or 1.8 Pounds. This amounts 
to an 80% increase in the buying 
power of the dollar.

250p.; University 100p.; Negev 
500p.; Menora 1000p.; Z.0.A. 220p.; 
Airmail 1000p.

27th Milan Fair—Aprit 1949 


The Milan Trades Fair is the 
most important and largest Fair 
held in Italy. It was first held April 
12-27, 1920 (1919?) and continued 
each year until 1943 when it was 
suspended during the intensity of 
the war in Italy. The Fair Grounds 
are in the heart of the city, eighty 
and one quarter acres in extent. 











In 1934 on the occasion of the 
| XVth Fair, a series of four stamps 
was issued for the Italian Colonies 
commemorating it having a Mer- 
|cury and Fasces design. At the 
| time of the XVIith Fair in 1936 
there was a set of four stamps is- 
sued for Italy likewise commemo- 
rating the Fair. 

Even though Milan receivéd a 
terrific pummeling from the air 
during the war, it was able to re- 
open the Fair, September, 1946, 
while the Allied Forces occupied 
one third of the old Fair Grounds. 
New pavilions were built and 1946 
offered 92 per cent of the pre-war 
space. 

In 1947 the old Fair Grounds were 
regained and since then Milan has 
held the Fair annu in the 
Spring. Only four foreign nations 
took part in the Fair of 1946, but 
in 1949 there were eighteen.

The total number of 165 boys 
live in eleven cottages. Group 
sizes range from six to 25. Each 
cottage has its own dining service. 
There is a house-mother for every 
ten boys. Only boys of normal 
intelligence and normal mental 
and physical health between the 
ages of 12 and 17 inclusive are 
accepted for enrollment. 

Main support is derived through 
sale of the Christmas seals and 
from people interested in boys. 
There is a farm which helps with 
food products, and parents are 
encouraged to pay toward care 


_when possible. 


Four years after the school was 
started (1917) the first seal was 
issued and went to a very limited 
number of people. As time went 
on the size and shape of the seal 
changed and in 1922 and 1923 
calendars were sold instead of 
seals. Some of the early seals 
were used without change for two 
or three successive years. 

A fire razed the school building 
in 1936 and as the offices and 
all of the records were on the 
second floor of the building, all 
of the vital information regarding 
the issuance of the seals was de- 
stroyed. Therefore it will not be 
possible to furnish facts and fig- 
ures regarding the seals in this 
article. 

Following is a description of 
each seal issued to date by this 
organization: 

1917—Size 23 x 23mm. Roulet- 
ted 6%.

These 
sheets were peforated 12. 

Since all of the seals prior to 
1936 were destroyed in the fire 
which razed the offices in that 
year, these are rather scarce.

Did you ever stop to think that if we could double the number of 
stamp collectors that your 5c 1847 would practically double in value? 
That also holds true all along the line. Did you ever do anything to help 
create more interest in stamps and stamp collecting? If you are a 

sisi ss i wee small business man or merchant in your 
town do you realize that every time you 
can get your name in your local newspaper 
in a news story that this story with your 
name in it is worth more to your prestige in 
a business way than several inches of ad- 
vertising space that you would have to 
spend money for? 

And it is so easy to have these things 
happen. Big corporations spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars every year just to 
keep their name before the public. Publicity, 
even though it is only the mention of your 
name in your local newspaper is the best 
tonic you can get for your business, it makes 
people notice your name, notice you, speak 
to you, greet you and remark on the news 
item when they meet you and that is what 
builds up and brings business to your store. 

And all of this is so easy. Just to illus- 
trate let us use a letter from Mr. Keith Ball 
sisi sissies of Miami, Florida which comes as a result

Coronation of Queen Elizabeth, 

Mr. Ball sends us a clipping which illustrates a New Zealand Corona- 
tion cover and has about six inches, double column of reading under 
the picture and telling the story. Just what the story is is of no great con- 
sequence, but Mr. Ball explains in his letter just what this story meant 
to the Editor of a big Miami Daily Newspaper and points out the way 
for you to get publicity for yourself and publicity for stamp collecting. 
EK helps the hobby by interesting other people and it helps you and 
your business for the reasons as pointed out before. 

Here is Mr. Balls’ letter, read it, study it and make up your mind 
to watch for similar opportunities to break into the news in your com- 
munity. It will pay off big for you and for our hobby. 


“The content of the enclosed clipping is of no interest to you—it con- 
tains, in fact, several errors of fact—but the existence of such a clip- 
ping, from The Miami Daily News should be of interest to all phila- 

ists. 

“Philately, which has more adherents than any other hobby, is 
missing a great opportunity by not seeking more publicity through 
daily newspapers everywhere. I don’t mean just announcements of 
stamp club meetings, or articles and pictures of run of the mill covers 
and new issues, although more power to those who can interest editors 
in those things; but I mean in exploiting the real news worth of stamps 
and covers which have genuine news tie-in. The city editor of The 
Miami Daily News almost embraced me in glee when I suggested his 
using the New Zealand coronation cover received by my daughter. Al- 
though the paper was devoting nearly 30 columns of space to the Corona-

tion on each of the two big days, he had only one other local angle 
#tem—a picture of a little girl who had received a toy coronation coach. 

“I wonder how many papers in other cities devoted any space to 
coronation covers and stamps. And in those which didn’t, I’ll bet the 
city editors would have been very glad to have had some reader walk 
in with a first-day cover of coronation stamps, especially if the recipient 
were a child, or if there was any ‘“‘angle’’ at all to it. 

“T should think that greater publicity at the local paper level would 
greatly increase philatelic interest, aid publications such as Linn’s, 
create more collectors instead of savers and generally give stamp col- 
lecting a shot in the arm, How about that? 

“I am told that this cover was photographed directly by the en- 
gravers, rather than a photographer taking a shot and then making a 
glossy print. Is that the way you do it? This came out fairly well, 
it seqms to me, despite the great reduction. 

“My daughter, incidentally, shows every possibility of becoming 
an ardent cover collector. My own interest is new British stamps plus 
U. S.—and I’m rather irked at the high values being put forth by the 
British colonies, which is plainly a grab for collector’s dollars, Sincere 
ly, Keith Ball

Commem For W. A. 
Stamp Centenary | 


Furthr details relative to Aus- 
tralian stamps due in the coming 
months have been supplied by 
Maj. R. C. Dettman, 72 Marlow 
St., Wembley, Western Australia. 
He advises that Australian Post- 
master General Hubert Anthony 
has released further details of new 
postage stamps to be issued by his 
Department, 

A 344d postage stamp to com- 
memorate the 25th anniversary of 
the official establishment of 
Young Farmers’ Clubs in Australia 
will be issued on Thursday Sep- 
tember 3 and will remain on sale 
at Australian post offices for ap- 
proximately one month. 

The stamp will be printed in two 
colors, the frame in green and the 
central design in red brown. It 
will be the first Australian bi-col- 
ored commemorative stamp, and 
the design, typifying the Young 
Farmers’ Club movement, will 
show a boy and a girl with a 
calf, 

A special postage stamp will be 
issued during 1954 to commemo- 
rate the centenary of the issue of 
the first postage stamps in West- 
ern Australia. 

The first Western Australian 
stamps were issued in 1854, and 
the commemorative design will in- 
corporate a reproduction of one of 
the first designs, all of which de- 
picted a Swan. 

Mr. Anthony added that in Nov- 
ember 1953, a 3d stamp wili be 
issued to commemorate the cen- 
tenary of the first Tasmanian 
stamps.

McCoy Award For 
Winning Paper 


The American Philatelic Con- 
gress has established a memorial 
award in honor of the late Walter 
R. McCoy, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Joseph A.

What is the difference between 
mint and unused as applied to 
stamps, asks a reader who con- 
fesses to being new to the hobby. 
That one had me for a while years 
ago when I broke the philatelic ice. 
Mint and Unused stamps are both 
good for postage in that they have 
never been cancelled. Howeyer 
there is a difference in the quality 
of appearance. 

A Mint stamp is one with full 
gum, full color and with a fresh 
look it had when purchased from 
the post office or philatelic agency. 
An Unused might or might not 
have full gum, maybe only part 
gum or none at all, while the color 
and general appearance is not of 
the sparkling freshness of a mint 
stamp. 

It probably isn’t out of line to 
point out that unused valuable 
regulars and commems aren’t as 
innocent as the naked eye would 
indicate now and again. Clever 
persons take used items, remove 
the cancellation, and sell them as 


“unused, without gum’’, or if they 
carry their ‘‘doctoring’ a_ step 
further, they add gum. 

The adding of gum is an easy 


thing to spot if you know what to 
look for. 

Holding a ‘‘cleaned’’ stamp un- 
der a black light will show the can- 
cellation even though you couldn’t 
tell it with the unaided eye. 

Uncle Sammy’s secret service 
agents of the Treasury are de- 
lighted no end to meet up with a 
stamp cleaner. They send him to 
a federal pokey, such as Leaven- 
worth, where the character is as- 
signed to work in the prison laun- 
dry!

A rotary press plate block (Red 
Cross Commem). The No. 24179 
on the selvedge is the number of 
the plate from which the stamp 
was printed. Usually there are 
from four to eight different plate 
numbers for each commemorative. 
The above is from a lower left 
(generally abbreviated “L.L.”) 
pane of fifty stamps. 


If you have seen a full sheet of 
stamps you will have noted that on 
one of the four corners on the un- 
printed border of paper, called the 
selvedge there is a number. Kt is 
opposite the corner stamp. 

Now if you will remove the four 
stamps, two one way and two the 
other, where this number is situ- 
ated, as a unit, including that part 
of the selvedge with the number, 
that is a plate block.

ELIZABETH CORONATIONS — 
|Reports from England indicate 
'that most dealers had very few, if 
|any, large advance orders from 
sheet collectors and accumulators. 

It was in England that the 1937 
coronations were overbought, 
which resulted in the collapse of 
prices when the surplus was put 
on the market. This would indicate 
that there will probably be no 
large surplus of the Elizabeth Cor- 
onations and rumors are heard of 
shortages of several countries. 

HONG KONG. The coarse im- 
pression set on rough surface pa- 
per No. 155A-162A is getting scarce 
and Fyndem in Stamp Collecting 
(London) picks the 30c used as the 
FYND of the week. 

Scott states that this set is per- 
forated 14% x 14. Commonwealth 
Catalogue says 14% x 14 and Gib- 
bons 15 x 14. Copies that I have 
seen are usually between 14% and 
15 x 14. 

It is sometimes difficult to dis- 
tinguish between 161 and 161A, but 
the fingers will note the smooth 
surface of 161 and the heavy rough 
surface of 161A. 

SOMALIA, The B. A. set 21-31 
has been advancing due to de- 
mand and scarcity and it will 
probably continue to advance in 
price. The used stamps are scar- 
eer than the mint. 

BARBADOS. The 1938 one penny 
stamp No. 194 exists with two per- 
forations, 133%, x 14 and 14 all 
around. Scott’s price is 40c mint. 

However, if perforated 13% 3 
14, Gibbon’s price is 10 Pounds, 
although the Commonwealth Cata- 
logue price is only 20 shillings. 

This stamp is quite scarce mint 
and the used price is low. 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA. The 
one shilling stamp No. 26 exists 
with’ various perforations 11%, 14 
and 15 x 14. The Scott price is 80c 
mint, regardless of perforation. If 
perforated 14 the Gibbon’s price is 
10 Pounds mint and 4 Pounds used. 
The stamps of Southern Rhode- 
sia have become popular and in- 
creases in price can be expected. 
Do not overlook the commemora- 
tive issues, such as 56-63, 64 and 
73, and the recently issued Rhodes 
Centenary set. 

Changes are in contemplation for 
the Central African Federation, 
which will include Southern Rhode- 
sia. Northern Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land. 

It is planned by Southern Rhode- 
Sia to issue a 2% pence stamp in 
November to commemorate the 
visit of Queen Elizabeth and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

GOLD COAST. The stamps of 
Gold Coast have inreased in popu- 
larity and some issues are becom- 
ing difficult to obtain. Do not over- 
look the now obsolete set 115-127 
which is still available at near 
new issue price.

Elizabeth Stamps 
Pictured, Described 


“The Stamps of Elizabeth Regina 
and the Royal Family”? by Frank- 
lin R. Bruns could appear at no 
more opportune than the present 
when interest in Britain’s royal 
family, especially the queen, is 
so intense. 

As the title of this some 40-odd 
page book indicates the postage 
issues pertaining to the Common- 
wealth’s current monarch are writ- 
ten about and pictured, with the 
added fillip of a review of the 
stamps which have pictured oth- 
ers of Britain’s rulers since the be- 
ginning of adhesives. 

There are two very satisfying fea- 
tures in Mr. Bruns’ book. One, 
biographical and historical data 
which is easily incorporated into 
the write-up for each issue, and 
two, a comprehensive check list of 
all the pertinent stamps identified 
with Scott Catalog numbers. 

Mr. Bruns, of course, is no 
stranger to philatelists for he is 
the curator of the Division of Phi- 
lately of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, a newspaper stamp column- 
ist and a member of a number of 
influential philatelic organizations. 
His easily read style of writing 
is well known.
